QUARTERMASTER'S  DIVISION 

The  chief  function  of  this  Division  is  to  purchase  all  of  the  supplies, 
equipment  and  materials  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Police  Department, 
its  motor  vehicle  and  floating  equipment  and  its  mounted  service.  It  is  charged 
with  the  care  of  all  of  its  property,  and  keeps  accurate  and  complete  records 
relating  thereto.  It  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  an  Acting  Captain  of 
Police.

DIVISION  OF  SUPPLIES 

Written  requisitions  are  required  quarterly  from  each  command,  covering 
all  necessary  supplies  required  during  such  period.  Special  emergency  requisi- 
tions may  be  issued  when  necessary.  All  are  carefully  examined  as  to  quan- 
tities requested,  and  when  approved,  are  forwarded  to  the  Storehouse  and  there 
filled  and  delivered. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1928,  4,559  requisitions  were  drawn 
as  compared  with  4,298  during  the  same  period  in  1927,  and  4,988  orders  were 
issued  to  fill  the  requirements  of  these  requisitions  as  compared  with  4,858 
orders  issued  in  1927. 

This  department  submits  requisitions  to  the  Board  of  City  Record  for  its 
requirements  for  blank  books  and  stationery,  and  for  all  other  supplies,  equip- 
ment and  materials  to  the  Department  of  Purchase,  where  proposals  are  sent 
out,  City  standard  specifications  being  used,  or  where  there  are  no  City  specifi- 
cations, sample  of  goods,  standardized  where  possible,  by  this  Department,  are 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Purchase,  where  they  can  be  examined  by 
prospective  bidders. 

All  goods  purchased  for  general  distribution  are  received  at  the  Store- 
house, located  at  24  McDougal  Street,  except  bulky  and  heavy  materials,  which 
are  delivered  direct  to  the  commands  where  required.  Accurate  and  complete 
records  of  all  goods  received  and  disbursed  are  kept  at  the  Storehouse. 
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Records  of  all  Department  property,  issued  to  or  employed  in  the  various 
commands,  are  maintained  therein,  and  a  carbon  receipt  copy  is  on  file  in  the 
Quartermaster's  Division.  When  such  articles  are  no  longer  serviceable,  a 
request  for  a  survey  thereon  is  made  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Divi- 
sion for  his  recommendation,  and  final  inspection  is  made  by  the  Quartermaster ; 
if  found  to  be  of  no  further  use,  or  worn  out,  property  is  condemned  by  the 
Quartermaster  and  sent  to  the  Property  Clerk  for  sale  at  auction,  if  the  prop- 
erty has  any  saleable  value;  if  not,  it  is  condemned  and  destroyed  and  dropped 
from  the  Department  records. 

DIVISION  OF  TRANSPORTATION 

The  Division  of  Transportation  has  supervision  over  department  horses 
and  dogs,  automobiles,  patrol  wagons,  motorcycles,  and  bicycles,  their  mainte- 
nance and  repair,  and  the  Harness  Repair  Shop,  Automobile  Repair  Shops  and 
Department  Training  Stable.

Thirty-nine  horses  were  dropped  from  the  rolls  during  the  year  1928,  34 
of  which  were  turned  over  to  the  American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals,  3  horses  were  destroyed  and  2  horses  were  killed.  The 
Department  acquired  41  new  horses  during  the  year.  These  horses  were  pur- 
chased, with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  the  open  market,  with- 
out public  letting.  This  procedure  was  necessary  due  to  the  difficulty  the 
Department  has  experienced  in  procuring  horses  of  the  type  required  for  its 
mounted  service.  However,  the  horses  purchased  must  conform  with  specifica- 
tion requirements  as  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Purchase. 

The  difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  type  horses  for  our 
mounted  service  increase  each  year,  necessitating  representatives  of  the  De- 
partment visiting  other  cities  in  the  State  to  inspect  horses  which  dealers  as- 
semble for  inspection.  During  1928,  the  New  York  State  Troopers  cooperated 
with  this  Department  in  obtaining  seven  horses,  which  horses  were  gathered 
in  the  Genesee  Valley. 

The  innovation  of  the  Emergency  Service  Wagons  in  the  department  hav- 
ing proved  so  useful,  three  additional  Emergency  Wagons  have  been  added 
to  our  service. 

An  automobile  repair  shop  is  maintained  by  this  Division  in  the  structure 
of  the  Department  of  Plant  &  Structures,  at  Avenue  C  and  East  16th  Street, 
Manhattan,  where  motor  vehicles  of  the  Police  Department  are  repaired  by 
our  own  mechanics.  Two  tow  cars  are  operated  from  the  Department  Auto- 
mobile Repair  Shop,  to  remove  to  the  said  Shop  disabled  department  machines, 
as  well  as  removing  abandoned  and  wrecked  cars  from  the  public  highway  to 
the  Property  Clerk's  Warehouses.  During  the  year  approximately  2250  motor 
vehicles  were  towed  by  these  two  cars.  Approximately  7200  repair  jobs  were 
performed  by  mechanics  in  the  Automobile  Repair  Shop. 

Seven  Lubrication  Stations  are  maintained  throughout  the  City  where 
police  automobiles  report  at  regular  intervals  for  thorough  greasing  and  oiling. 
This  tends  to  add  to  the  longevity  of  our  motor  equipment  and  maintains  with 
the  least  possible  interruptions  our  motor  patrol  service. 
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LICENSE  BUREAU 

Under  an  amendment  to  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  pursuant  to  Local 
Law  No.  9  of  the  Municipal  Assembly,  1925,  jurisdiction  over  public  hacks  and 
public  hack  drivers  was  transferred  to  the  Police  Department  and  there  was 
created  in  the  Police  Department  a  bureau  known  as  "The  Bureau  for  Licensing 
Public  Hacks  and  Public  Hack  Drivers." 

This  Bureau  has  cognizance  and  control  of  the  granting,  issuing,  trans- 
ferring, renewing,  revoking,  suspending  and  cancelling  of  licenses  of  public 
hacks  and  of  drivers  of  public  hacks  which  formerly  was  granted  to  the  depart- 
ment of  licenses  and  the  Commissioner  of  Licenses.  All  of  these  licenses  are 
granted  for  a  period  of  one  year  commencing  on  April  1st  and  expiring  on 
March  31st  next  succeeding  unless  sooner  suspended  or  revoked.

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INCREASE  OF  REVENUE 

Prior  to  1928  the  license  fee  received  for  the  issuance  of  hack  owners 
licenses  was  $5.00  per  taxicab.  The  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Xew  York  pro- 
vide that  the  license  fee  for  each  coach  and  each  sightseeing  car  shall  be  $10.00. 
A  coach  is  defined  as  a  public  hack  so  designed  and  constructed  as  comfortably 
to  seat  four  or  more  persons  inside  thereof.  A  taxicab  is  defined  as  a  coach  to 
which  a  taximeter  is  affixed,  so  that  under  the  Ordinances  the  fee  which  is 
legally  collectible  for  the  issuance  of  a  taxicab  license  is  $10.00  instead  of  the 
sum  of  $5.00  which  was  charged  prior  to  1928,  as  practically  every  taxicab  is 
constructed  on  the  basis  of  a  "coach." 

As  a  result  of  the  application  of  this  section  of  the  Ordinances  whereby 
the  sum  of  $10.00  has  been  charged  for  the  issuance  of  each  taxicab  license  the 
Revenue  of  this  Bureau  during  the  year  1928  has  been  doubled  and  resulted  in 
an  increase  of  revenue  in  excess  of  $135,000. 

My  decision  relative  to  the  application  of  the  $10.00  license  fee  for  taxi- 
cabs  was  sustained  in  an  application  made  last  year  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

INFORMATION  BUREAU 

In  order  to  avoid  persons  from  roaming  about  the  building  there  has  been 
established  on  the  second  floor  an  Information  Bureau.  All  persons  desiring 
any  information  relative  to  the  Hack  License  Bureau  are  required  to  apply  at 
the  Information  Bureau  and  fill  out  a  form  of  application  which  is  transmitted 
to  the  record  room  on  the  upper  floor,  through  the  medium  of  an  air  chute. 
All  new  licenses  issued  by  this  Bureau  are  issued  through  the  Information  Bu- 
reau. This  policy  has  enabled  the  Bureau  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  requests 
for  information  relative  to  any  licensee  and  enables  us  to  maintain  a  proper 
discipline  in  the  building. 

RECORDS  AND  SUPPLIES 

There  has  been  established  in  the  Bureau  a  uniformity  in  the  size  of  all 
papers  that  pertain  to  a  license  so  that  the  same  may  be  filed  in  the  container  of 
the  licensee.  All  information  relative  to  the  licensee  is  kept  in  the  licensees' 
container  and  an  entry  thereof  made  on  the  outside  of  such  container  so  that  a 
complete  record  is  kept  of  such  licensee  and  is  always  available. 

All  of  these  records  are  kept  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  building  and  cannot 
be  removed  therefrom  except  for  rehearings  and  the  trial  calendar,  or  where  an 
entry  thereof  is  made  in  a  register  which  is  kept  in  the  record  room. 

All  supplies  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  Sergeant  who  is  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  all  license  credentials  which  are  kept  in  this  building. 
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TRIALS  AND  REHEARINGS 

Prior  to  1928  there  was  no  uniform  procedure  relative  to  trials  and  re- 
hearings.  Entries  and  disposition  of  cases  were  made  on  the  applicant's  folder 
in  pencil  and  in  many  instances  without  a  formal  trial  or  rehearing.  During 
the  past  year  a  new  policy  has  been  initiated  and  regular  calendars  for  trials 
and  rehearings  are  prepared,  which  are  now  held  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays 
of  each  week  and  such  other  days  as  may  be  designated,  depending  on  the  ac- 
cumulation of  complaints.  The  morning  calendar  is  called  at  10  o'clock  at 
which  time  all  complaints  against  drivers,  which  are  made  by  civilians,  are  heard 
and  the  afternoon  calendar  is  called  at  2  o'clock  at  which  time  hearings  are  had 
upon  summonses  which  have  been  issued  by  hack  inspectors.  These  complaints 
are  consecutively  numbered  and  are  signed  by  the  hack  inspector  issuing  the 
summons  and  the  disposition  of  the  trial  is  entered  upon  the  complaint  and  also 
upon  the  outside  of  the  licensees'  container. 

All  applications  for  rehearing  in  the  case  of  disapproved  applications  or 
where  a  license  has  been  temporarily  suspended  arising  out  of  an  arrest  or 
otherwise,  must  be  made  by  the  applicant  in  writing,  upon  a  form  prepared  by 
this  Bureau,  which  is  then  placed  upon  a  regular  rehearing  calendar.  If  any 
reports  are  required  in  the  case  of  an  arrest  from  the  arresting  officer,  or  an 
investigation  is  required  by  the  investigating  squad,  the  same  is  had  prior  to 
the  rehearing  date  so  that  the  application  may  be  properly  disposed  of. 

RENEWAL  OF  LICENSES 

In  December,  1927,  a  new  policy  was  initiated  relative  to  the  renewal  of 
hack  drivers  and  hack  owners  licenses.  Prior  to  1927  all  applications  to  renew 
such  licenses  were  filed  at  the  Hack  Bureau,  as  a  result  of  which  many  com- 
plaints were  made  as  to  the  delay  occasioned  to  the  driver  under  this  method  of 
renewal  and  also  of  alleged  irregularities  in  the  issuance  of  such  licenses. 

Last  year  renewal  licenses  were  handled  through  the  various  precincts  in- 
stead of  compelling  the  licensee  to  call  at  the  Hack  License  Bureau  for  such 
purpose  and  over  48,000  hack  drivers  licenses  were  filed  last  year  under  this 
procedure. 

This  same  method  has  been  adopted  for  this  year.  All  applications  for  the 
renewal  of  hack  drivers  licenses  for  the  period  commencinq;  April  1,  1929.  when 
the  present  license  expires,  will  be  filed  in  the  precinct  where  the  applicant  re- 
sides. Filing  of  such  applications  began  December  1,  1928,  and  will  continue 
until  March  31,  1929. 

These  renewal  applications  are  forwarded  by  the  precincts  to  this  Bureau, 
and  there  is  attached  thereto  the  last  fingerprint  record  of  the  applicant,  which 
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is  then  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  for  a  reverification 
of  the  police  record  of  such  licensee  since  the  issuance  of  his  original  license. 
This  check  up  is  also  an  innovation  in  the  Bureau,  for  prior  to  1928  renewal 
licenses  were  automatically  issued  and  there  was  no  reverification  of  the  li- 
censees' police  record. 

After  these  renewal  applications  have  been  returned  to  this  Bureau  a  com- 
plete license  is  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  precinct  for  delivery  to  the  driver 
prior  to  March  31,  1929. 

This  same  procedure  also  applies  to  hack  owners  licenses. 

HACK  DRIVERS  IDENTIFICATION  CARD 

Prior  to  1928  the  identification  card  which  was  issued  to  a  hack  driver  had 
his  name  written  in  long  hand  and  contained  no  identifying  marks.  As  a  re- 
sult a  great  number  of  fraudulently  issued  identification  cards  and  forged  iden- 
tification cards  were  brought  to  our  attention  through  the  investigation  of  our 
hack  inspectors  and  investigating  squad.  These  cases  were  vigorously  prose- 
cuted and  resulted  in  the  conviction  and  sentence  of  many  persons  using  such 
credentials. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  use  of  such  fraudulent  credentials  a  new  form  of 
identification  card  was  prepared  last  year.  This  card  is  stamped  with  a  spe- 
cially prepared  Police  Department  seal  and  the  name  of  the  driver  is  typewritten 
with  a  typewriting  machine  prepared  with  unusual  letter  spacing.  The  license 
number  of  the  hack  driver  is  stamped  and  contains  the  letter  "A"  to  identify 
it  for  the  year  1928.  which  will  be  changed  to  the  letter  "B"  for  the  year  1929 
and  will  be  alphabetically  changed  for  each  year  thereafter. 

TEMPORARY  SUSPENSION 

In  order  that  hack  owners  and  hack  drivers  may  be  informed  of  the  reason 
for  the  suspension  of  their  license  a  form  of  receipt  has  been  prepared  which  is 
delivered  to  the  hack  owner  or  the  hack  driver  at  the  time  his  credentials  are 
taken  up  by  a  police  officer. 

This  receipt  is  signed  by  the  officer  to  whom  the  credentials  are  delivered 
and  states  the  reason  for  taking  up  such  credentials.  It  also  contains  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the  hack  driver  or  hack  owner  for 
the  return  of  such  credentials  where  they  have  been  taken  up.  This  form  of 
receipt  will  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay  in  the  return  of  such  credentials 
where  the  condition  which  brought  about  the  temporary  suspension  has  been 
corrected. 
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PUBLIC  HACK  STANDS 

A  survey  has  been  made  of  all  existing  public  hack  stands  and  after  com- 
municating with  the  various  precincts  and  the  Traffic  Division  together  with 
an  investigation  by  this  Bureau,  there  has  been  prepared  a  list  of  authorized 
public  hack  stands. 

These  hack  stands  have  been  listed  according  to  the  precincts  and  consecu- 
tively numbered  in  each  precinct  so  that  with  the  creation  of  additional  hack 
stands  it  becomes  a  simple  matter  to  list  and  locate  them.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  a  great  many  improvements  initiated 
in  the  hack  bureau  relative  to  the  supervision  over  hack  drivers  and  hack  owners 
and  the  records  kept  in  the  precincts  by  the  hack  inspectors.  This  has  brought 
about  a  decided  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  taxicab  drivers  and  hack 
owners  and  has,  to  a  great  extent,  resulted  in  ridding  the  taxicab  industry  of 
the  undesirable  element  and  is  reflected  in  the  confidence  that  has  been  created 
in  the  taxi-riding  public  insofar  as  the  driver  and  this  Bureau  are  concerned.

VEHICULAR  HIGHWAY  ACCIDENTS 

Deaths  from  vehicular  highway  accidents  in  New  York  City  decreased 
during  1928  as  compared  with  1927. 

The  most  striking  decrease  is  that  in  deaths  to  children  of  sixteen  years 
of  age  and  under,  where  the  number  was  reduced  from  408  in  1927  to  325  in 
1928— a  falling  off  of  20%  in  a  year.

NOTES — Eleven  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  in 
the  performance  of  Police  duty  as  compared  with  Nine  members  for  the  year  1927. 

Three  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  gunshot  wounds  sustained  while 
making  arrests  of,  or,  in  pursuit  of  criminals  for  the  commission  of  "hold-ups"  and  other 
serious  crimes. 

Four  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  being  struck  by 
automobiles.  Two  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  while 
riding  motorcycles  and  colliding  with  other  motor  vehicles. 

One  member  of  the  force  died  as  the  result  of  Electrocution  while  investigating  and 
attempting  to  remove  a  live  wire  from  off  sidewalk.  One  member  of  the  Force  died 
as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  when  thrown  from  his  mount. 

Seven  members  of  the  Force  sustained  Gunshot  wounds  in  the  performance  of 
police  duty,  being  shot  by  criminals  about  to  be  placed  under  arrest,  or,  while  attempting  to 
escape  after  the  commission  of  serious  crimes,  as  compared  with  Nine  members  being 
shot  in  line  of  duty  in  1927. 

The  record  reveals  a  decrease  in  violent  injuries  of  members  of  the  Force;  Nine  mem- 
bers having  been  shot  in  1927  whereas  only  seven  members  were  shot  in  1928. 

BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  UNIT 

During  the  year  1928.  approximately  300  members  of  the  Force  who  vol- 
unteered as  Potential  Blood  Donors  were  examined  and  typed  for  future 
emergencies,  bringing  the  total  of  members  of  the  Unit  to  622. 

Thirty-four  members  of  the  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  donated  a  total  of 
17,720  c.c.  of  blood  to  Fifteen  seriously  ill  or  injured  members  of  the  Force  who 
required  immediate  transfusions  of  blood  as  a  last  means  of  saving  their  lives. 
The  recipients  of  the  blood  were  confined  in  various  Hospitals  throughout  the 
Greater  City.

FIRST  AID  INSTRUCTION 

During  the  year  1928  The  Chief  Surgeon  obtained  a  Motion  Picture  film 
showing  the  proper  application  of  the  Prone  Pressure  Method  of  Artificial  Re- 
suscitation. The  Crews  of  the  Six  Emergency  Service  Trucks  were  assembled 
to  watch  the  projection  of  the  Motion  Picture  in  order  that  they  could  get  first 
hand  knowledge  of  the  proper  use  of  the  Prone  Pressure  Method  either  in  itself 
or  in  combination  with  the  Inhalator.  Following  the  showing  of  the  film  the 
Crews  were  instructed  in  the  most  efficient  means  of  using  the  Prone  Pressure 
Method  and  the  Inhalator  in  all  cases  of  Gas  Poisoning,  Electric  Shock  and 
Drowning.  The  projection  of  the  Film  accompanied  by  a  lecture  on  the  most 
efficient  means  of  First  Aid  in  cases  of  Gas  Poisoning,  Electric  Shock  and 
Drowning  was  instituted  as  part  of  the  training  of  the  Probationary  Patrolmen 
in  the  Training  School  so  as  to  fit  the  Recruits  to  be  able  to  intelligently  and 
efficiently  render  First  Aid.

Henry  C.  Behnstedt,  Shield  No.  595,  Traffic  Precinct  G.  At  about  3  :30 
p.  M.,  November  5.  1928,  while  on  traffic  duty,  pursued  an  automobile  in  which 
two  men  were  attempting  to  escape  arrest.  At  Amboy  Street  near  Sutter  Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn,  he  jumped  on  the  running  board  and  the  driver  deliberately 
swerved  the  car  into  a  parked  taxicab.  Patrolman  Behnstedt  was  crushed  be- 
tween them,  and  died  before  he  could  be  taken  to  a  hospital. 

Joseph  F.  Dursee,  Shield  No.  9522,  8-A  Precinct.  At  about  3:45  p.  m., 
August  25,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  informed  that  three  men  were  com- 
mitting a  holdup  in  a  store  at  638  Third  Avenue,  Manhattan.  He  encountered 
them  as  they  were  leaving  the  store ;  shots  were  exchanged ;  one  of  the  bandits 
was  fatally  wounded,  and  Patrolman  Dursee  was  shot  and  killed. 

Arthur  C.  Fash,  Shield  No.  1506,  52d  Precinct.  At  about  8:30  p.  m.,  Au- 
gust 4,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty  at  Beach  96th  Street  and  Rockaway  Beach 
Boulevard.  Rockaway  Beach.  Queens,  observed  a  broken  live  electric  trolley 
wire  hanging  to  the  sidewalk.  While  attempting  to  safeguard  pedestrians  he 
came  in  contact  with  the  wire,  and  was  electrocuted. 

William  E.  Kelly,  Shield  No.  9096,  37th  Precinct.  At  about  9:40  p.  m.. 
January  31,  1928,  while  on  special  volunteer  duty  in  a  store  at  926  Nostrand 
Avenue,  Brooklyn,  intercepted  three  men  who  had  entered  with  drawn  revolvers 
to  commit  a  holdup.    Patrolman  Kelly  was  shot  and  killed. 

William  J.  Stoffel,  Shield  No.  15371,  4th  Precinct.  At  about  7:35  p.  m.. 
October  8,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty  on  South  Street  near  Pike  Street,  Man- 
hattan, observed  an  automobile  approaching  at  a  reckless  rate  of  speed.  In 
attempting  to  halt  it,  he  was  struck  and  received  injuries  which  resulted  in  his 
death.

LIEUTENANT 

Charles  J.  Kemmer,  54th  Precinct.  At  about  7.25  A.  M.,  December  22,  1927, 
while  enroute  to  the  station  house  to  report  for  duty,  noticed  an  automobile  in 
front  of  a  restaurant  at  6  Kossuth  Place,  Glendale,  Queens,  with  engine  run- 
ning and  no  occupants.  As  he  was  about  to  enter  the  premises  he  encountered 
two  holdup  men.  and  was  shot  and  mortally  wounded  by  one  of  them. 

SERGEANT 

Benjamin  Cantor,  Shield  No.  723,  17th  Division.  At  about  1.30  \  m..  May 
17,  1927,  while  assigned  to  night  duty  with  Detective  Morris  Borkin.  entered  a 
restaurant  at  152  Forsyth  Street,  Manhattan.  While  sitting  at  one  of  the  tables 
three  holdup  men  entered,  and  when  the  detectives  intercepted  them  Sergeant 
Cantor  was  mortally  wounded  and  Detective  Rorkin  was  shot  and  killed. 

DETECTIVE 

Morris  Borkin,  Shield  No.  518,  17th  Division.  At  about  1.30  a.  m..  May  17, 
1927,  while  assigned  to  night  duty  with  Sergeant  Benjamin  Cantor,  entered  a 
restaurant  at  152  Forsyth  Street,  Manhattan.  While  sitting  at  one  of  the  tables 
three  holdup  men  entered,  and  when  the  detectives  intercepted  them  Detective 
Borkin  was  shot  and  killed  and  Sergeant  Cantor  was  mortally  wounded. 

PATROLMEN 

Henry  J.  Farrell,  Shield  No.  11360,  3- A  Precinct.  At  about  8.25  a.  m., 
March  4,  1927,  while  on  patrol  duty,  entered  a  burning  tenement  house  at  55 
Spring  Street,  Manhattan.  He  assisted  several  persons  to  safety;  re-entered, 
and  while  attempting  to  rescue  a  man  on  the  fifth  floor  was  burned  to  death.

At  about  3p.  m,  Sep- 
tember 16,  1927,  while  off  duty  riding  in  an  automobile  with  his  wife,  learned 
that  two  women  had  been  robbed  in  a  vault  at  Betholom  Cemetery,  Queens.  He 
immediately  started  a  search  for  the  men ;  encountered  two  answering  the  de- 
scription obtained,  and  while  placing  them  under  arrest  Patrolman  Meyer 
was  shot  and  killed  by  one  of  the  bandits. 

Walter  T.  Wahl,  Shield  No.  14266,  7th  Precinct.  At  about  3.40  a.  m..  May 
23,  1927,  while  off  duty,  a  fire  occurred  in  his  home  at  324-44th  Street,  Brook- 
lyn. W'hile  endeavoring  to  rescue  his  mother  and  nephew  who  were  trapped  in 
a  room  in  the  attic  Patrolman  Wahl  was  burned  to  death.

QX  AUGUST  4,  1928,  Patrolman  Arthur  C.  Fash,  Shield  No. 

1506,  52d  Precinct.  While  on  patrol  duty  at  Beach  96th 
Street  and  Rockaway  Beach  Boulevard,  Rockaway  Beach,  Queens, 
observed  a  broken  live  electric  trolley  wire  hanging  to  the  side- 
walk. While  attempting  to  safeguard  pedestrians  he  came  in 
contact  with  the  wire  and  was  electrocuted.

At  about 
4  P.  M.j  May  5,  1927,  had  two  notorious  criminals  from  Chicago  under  sur- 
veillance and  intercepted  them  on  66th  Street  near  Central  Park  West,  Man- 
hattan. Previously  he  had  directed  a  patrolman  on  motorcycle  duty  to  be  on 
the  alert  for  emergency  assistance.  As  one  of  the  men  was  about  to  shoot 
Detective  Cordes,  the  patrolman  shot  and  killed  the  thug.  The  other  was  dis- 
armed of  a  loaded  revolver  and  arrested. 

DEPARTMENT  MEDAL  OF  HONOR 

Detective  Thomas  J.  Martin,  Shield  No.  532,  17th  Division.  At  about 
6.25  a.  it.,  February  8,  1927,  accompanied  by  other  detectives  entered  a  bunga- 
low at  Old  Forge,  New  York,  and  encountered  two  men  who  had  killed  a 
policeman  during  a  holdup.  Shots  were  exchanged  and  Detective  Martin  was 
wounded.    One  of  the  bandits  was  killed,  and  the  other  arrested. 

THE  AUTOMOBILE  CLUB  OF  AMERICA  MEDAL 

Patrolman  James  L.  Boyle,  Shield  No.  11535,  45th  Precinct.  At  about 
4.45  a.  M.j  August  7,  1927,  while  on  special  duty  on  an  elevated  railroad  station, 
heard  a  pistol  shot,  and  ascertained  that  a  holdup  had  been  perpetrated  and  the 
proprietor  killed  in  a  restaurant  at  118  Myrtle  Avenue,  Brooklyn.  He  pursued 
the  bandit,  who  was  wounded  and  arrested  as  he  was  about  to  shoot  Patrolman 
Boyle. 

THE  LEROY  W.  BALDWIN  MEDAL 

Detective  Herman  H.  Boyman,  Shield  No.  1121,  17th  Division  (was 
Patrolman  Shield  No.  7446,  attached  to  53d  Precinct  at  time  of  occurrence). 
At  about  4  a.  m.j  March  17,  1927,  while  on  motor  patrol  duty,  halted  a  taxicab 
containing  three  suspicious  men.  During  a  struggle  one  of  the  men  shot  and 
wounded  Detective  Boyman,  who  shot  and  killed  the  thug. 

THE  ISAAC  BELL  MEDAL  FOR  VALOR 

Detective  Hugh  J.  Clark,  Shield  No.  1072,  17th  Division  (was  Patrol- 
man Shield  No.  11537,  9th  Precinct  at  time  of  occurrence).  At  about  9.15  a.  m., 
January  31,  1927,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  informed  that  two  men  were  at- 
tempting to  holdup  the  superintendent  and  his  assistant  in  the  basement  of  an 
apartment  house  at  525  West  47th  Street,  Manhattan.  As  Patrolman  Clark  at- 
tempted to  force  his  way  into  the  premises  he  was  shot  twice  during  an  ex- 
change of  shots. 
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THE  BROOKLYN  CITIZENS*  MEDAL  FOR  VALOR 

Sergeant  Albert  O.  Sorenson,  Shield  No.  944,  16th  Division.  At  about 
11.30  a.  M.,  August  7,  1927,  while  off  duty  in  civilian  clothes,  entered  a  doctor's 
office  at  4719  Eighth  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  on  personal  business.  Two  men  hur- 
ried from  another  room,  and  getting  no  response  from  the  doctor  suspected  a 
holdup.  Following  the  men  in  his  auto,  he  disarmed  one,  and  using  him  as  a 
shield  forced  the  other  to  discard  his  revolver.  Both  were  arrested.  The 
doctor  had  been  gagged  and  thrown  in  a  closet. 

THE  DANIEL  B.  FREEDMAN  MEDAL 

Detective  Stephen  G.  Donahue,  Shield  No.  575,  17th  Division.  At  about 
6.25  A.  M.,  February  8,  1927,  with  other  detectives  entered  a  bungalow  at  Old 
Forge,  New  York,  and  encountered  two  men  who  had  killed  a  policeman  dur- 
ing a  holdup.  Shots  were  exchanged  and  Detective  Donahue  subdued  one  of 
the  bandits.    The  other  was  killed. 

THE  WILLIAM  McLAIN  FREEMAN  MEDAL 

Patrolman  Abraham  Goldberg,  Shield  No.  5324,  6th  Precinct.  At  about 
9.45  p.  m.,  December  14,  1927,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  informed  that  two 
men  entering  a  subway  at  14th  Street  and  Third  Avenue,  Manhattan,  had  per- 
petrated a  holdup  and  were  armed  with  revolvers.  Patrolman  Goldberg  imme- 
diately followed  the  men  into  the  toilet  of  the  subway  station ;  subdued ;  dis- 
armed and  arrested  both  of  them. 

THE  PETER  F.  MEYER  MEDAL 

Detective  John  R.  Hudson,  Shield  No.  1127,  17th  Division  (was  Patrol- 
man, Shield  No.  12174,  attached  to  the  12th  Precinct,  at  time  of  occurrence). 
At  about  1.40  p.  m.,  April  3,  1927,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  informed  that  a 
holdup  was  being  perpetrated  in  a  store  at  2690  Broadway,  Manhattan.  He  en- 
tered the  store  and  during  an  exchange  of  shots  both  were  wounded.  The  bandit 
attempted  to  escape ;  more  shots  were  fired,  and  he  was  disarmed  and  arrested. 

THE  RHINELANDER  MEDAL  FOR  VALOR 

Patrolman  William  F.  McAdam,  Shield  No.  14553.  22d  Precinct.  At 
about  3.  a.  if.,  March  4,  1927,  while  on  duty,  jumped  into  the  East  River  at 
26th  Street,  Manhattan,  following  a  demented  man  who  had  escaped  from 
Bellevue  Hospital.  He  brought  the  man  to  the  dock,  and  two  patrolmen  who 
were  unable  to  get  them  on  the  pier  kept  them  afloat  until  emergency  help  ar- 
rived. When  removed  from  the  river  the  man  was  dead  and  Patrolman 
McAdam  was  unconscious. 

THE  CHARLES  H.  SABIN  MEDAL 

Patrolman  Richard  W.  O'Connor,  Shield  No.  11941,  Motorcycle  Squad 
No.  1.  At  about  4  p.  M.,  May  5,  1927,  while  on  motorcycle  duty,  was  directed 
by  a  detective  who  had  two  notorious  criminals  from  Chicago  under  surveil-

Patrolman  Shield  No.  6465,  attached  to  the  22d  Precinct  at  time  of  occurrence). 
At  about  9.55  a.  m.,  November  19,  1927,  while  on  motor  patrol,  encountered  two 
men  with  revolvers  holding  up  the  driver  of  an  automobile  who  had  the  payroll 
for  a  construction  job  at  2340  Valentine  Avenue,  Bronx.  The  men  attempted 
to  shoot  Patrolman  Popella ;  one  of  the  men  was  arrested  and  the  holdup  pre- 
vented. 

THE  MARTIN  J.  SHERIDAN  MEDAL  FOR  VALOR 

Patrolman  James  J.  Reedy,  Shield  No.  14201,  45th  Precinct.    At  about  » 
8  p.  m.,  July  2,  1927,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  notified  that  a  man  running 
north  on  Pearl  Street,  toward  Willoughby  Street,  Brooklyn,  had  perpetrated  a 
holdup.    During  the  chase  shots  were  exchanged,  and  Patrolman  Reedy  shot 
and  killed  the  bandit. 


HONORABLE  MENTION 

(Awarded  during  1928) 

Detective  Abraham  S.  Cohen,  Shield  No.  959,  17th  Division  (was  Patrol- 
man, Shield  No.  1422,  10-A  Precinct  at  time  of  occurrence).  At  about  4.50 
a.  m.j  May  6,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty,  entered  a  restaurant  at  426  Lexington 
Avenue,  Manhattan,  looking  for  the  persons  responsible  for  a  parked  automo- 
bile. There  being  no  people  in  the  front  part  of  the  restaurant  he  proceeded 
to  the  rear,  and  through  a  "peep  hole"  in  the  door  of  a  partition,  saw  a  holdup 
in  progress.  As  he  was  about  to  pass  through  the  door  he  faced  one  of  the 
bandits,  who  was  shot  and  killed,  having  refused  to  surrender  and  had  missed 
shooting  Patrolman  Cohen. 

Patrolman  Abraham  Goldberg,  Shield  No.  5324,  6th  Precinct.  At  about 
9.45  p.  mv  December  14,  1927,  while  on  patrol  duty,  was  informed  that  two 
men  entering  a  subway  at  14th  Street  and  Third  Avenue,  Manhattan,  had  per- 
petrated a  holdup  and  were  armed  with  revolvers.  Patrolman  Goldberg  imme- 
diately followed  the  men  into  the  toilet  of  the  subway  station ;  subdued ;  dis- 
armed and  arrested  both  of  them. 

Patrolman  James  E.  Henry,  Shield  No.  10618,  7-A  Precinct.  At  about 
10.50  p.  m.j  February  14,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty,  entered  a  store  at  253 
Ninth  Avenue,  Manhattan,  where  a  holdup  was  being  perpetrated.  As  one  of 
the  bandits  was  about  to  shoot  Patrolman  Henry,  he  wounded  and  disarmed 
him,  and  with  the  aid  of  another  patrolman  placed  both  under  arrest. 
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Patrolman  Elmer  E.  Koesting,  Shield  No.  14490,  45th  Precinct.  At  about 
8.40  a.  M.,  January  16,  1928,  while  on  patrol  duty,  entered  a  burning  dwelling 
at  28  Willoughby  Street,  Brooklyn,  and  after  rescuing  a  woman  and  a  child 
from  the  top  floor  commenced  a  search  for  the  father  and  mother  of  the  woman 
he  had  saved.  He  was  rescued  by  firemen ;  received  first  degree  burns  and 
was  in  a  hospital  over  a  month,  and  on  sick  report  for  71  days. 

Patrolman  James  O'Brien,  Shield  No.  10991,  46th  Precinct.  At  about 
3.30  p.  m.,  March  1,  1928,  responded  with  Rescue  Squad  No.  2  to  a  call  from 
279  Eastern  Parkway,  Brooklyn,  where  part  of  a  seven-story  building  under 
construction  had  collapsed,  trapping  one  of  the  workmen  in  the  cellar.  Patrol- 
man O'Brien  immediately  started  through  the  debris  to  the  relief  of  the  en- 
tombed man,  despite  imminent  danger  from  the  falling  of  loosened  beams  and 
girders.  He  gave  the  man  a  hypodermic  injection,  but  could  not  release  him 
until  others  came  to  his  assistance  after  temporary  measures  of  safety  had  been 
effected.    The  man  died  in  the  hospital. 

Patrolman  George  J.  Popella,  Jr.,  Shield  No.  6465,  22d  Precinct.  At 
9.55  a.  M.,  November  19,  1927,  while  on  motor  patrol,  encountered  two  men 
with  revolvers  holding  up  the  driver  of  an  automobile  who  had  the  payroll  for 
a  construction  job  at  2340  Valentine  Avenue,  Bronx.  The  men  attempted  to 
shoot  Patrolman  Popella;  one  of  the  men  was  arrested,  and  the  holdup  pre- 
vented.

Note — In  some  of  the  total  columns  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  dispositions  is  in  excess  of  the  number  of  complaints  or 
arrests  for  a  given  year.

The  same  applies  to  all  offenses  regardless  of  the  nature  of  them.  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  make  an  annual  report  balance 
exactly  is  the  frequency  with  which  crimes  have  to  be  re-classified.  What  appears  to  be  a  simple  assault  finally  has  to  be  entered  on  the 
records  as  a  homicide,  due  to  the  unexpected  death  of  the  victim.  The  same  applies  to  all  offenses,  which  often  change  their  character 
and  seriousness  with  the  accumulation  of  pertinent  evidence. 
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
